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Applicant election without traverse at Group I claims 1-6 is acknowledged. Applicant's 
elect on 8/16/04 of species of polyester in claim 4 and anti UV agents in claim 6 is also 
acknowledged. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between 
the elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted elements are: Read claim 1 in light 
of the spec at page 5, lines 8-9 reveals" a composite fiber must have the caps 
(connected to one another) first components polymer and a second component polymer 
(the base of the T lobes) including the first component. The Examiner strongly 
recommends claims 1-6 be rewritten to capture the invention of page 5 lines 7-23 to 
move the case toward allowance. 

Claims 1-6 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 line 1 "composite fiber comprising,,, a component , , an additive " is 
vague and indefinite as to how a composite fiber made of are component and an 
additive. The fiber one claim 1 is not a composite fiber (it need two component 
polymer). See page 5 lines 7-23 of spec. 
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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The specification is objected to for failing to provide an adequate written 
description and fails to provide an enabling disclosure. 

The specification as filed fails to set forth 1 ) how to make a composite fiber of 
claim 1 with are one component and an additive. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 112. first paragraph for the reason given in the 
objection. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claims 1, caps, 
base, claims 2, porous hollow fiber with polygonal cross-section, claim 3 non-hollow 
fiber with multi lateral cross-section must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claims 1, 3, 4, 5, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Largman (U.S. 5,o57,368). 

Largman teaches a polyester fiber comprising T lobes in which the base of the 
lobes are connected to one another (see fig 1 and 2) forming a multilateral cross 
section. Largman further teaches the T-lobes comprising additives, such as a ultraviolet 
stabilizers in the base. See column 8, lined 24-33. Largman still further teaches the 
polyester can be PET at column 7, line 13. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The enclosed patents disclose the state of the prior art. 

Claim 2 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
